Necessary war construction including 
Military, Naval, Housing Industrial building will tax the available supply critical 
materials. Always must borne mind that the construction program cannot and 
should not take for itself those materials which are essential the production imple- 
ments war. Thus, the Architect must weight carefully even the slightest use 
critical materials. pound metal used unnecessarily may have serious effect 
the production line. 


all therefore plan and conduct this construction way which 
will avoid the use critical materials except when absolutely necessary and where 
the purpose cannot accomplished otherwise. 


This obligation applies the more directly those who have responsibility for 
vital war construction. Priority protection does not give free hand mortgage 
critical materials; priority protection imposes moral obligation conserve critical 
materials. 


Everyone concerned with design, and this category includes the Architect, can 
make great contribution this effort. Throughout his thinking the Architect must 
seek the answer these three questions: 


Are the critical materials about include absolutely necessary, may 
they eliminated? they cannot eliminated, then 


Can their installation deferred until the critical materials are available 
some future date? the answer “no” then 


Are there alternates substitute materials which may used place 
the critical materials? 


Bear mind that throughout your task elimination, deferment, and substitution 


essential materials must applied every aspect design. 


The program war brings drastic changes peacetime practice and thought, 
the supply materials and methods construction. 


The material producer charged with the responsibility making available 
the designer products which will conserve critical materials. 


The owner charged with the responsibility accepting only such designs 
are consistent with the conservation policy. 


The profession appealed accept and work accordance with the tenets 
laid down herein.

The Washington Situation 


recognized are win this war. The 
first these, summed the phrase “first things 
come first,” paradoxical far housing 
concerned, housing itself not first thing, 
least not first before guns, men and ships. 
not even first the war-time construction field. 

the field shelter for civilians unques- 
tionably the first. reason war, population 
shifts will occur. These shifts may temporary 
character and will without doubt create imme- 
diate demand for shelter hurried and temporary 
nature. The shelter, however, will have con- 
form certain requirements comfort, convenience 
and stability—something better than tent 
abandoned freight car. Hence the War Housing 
Program. The factors behind the program will cer- 
tainly irritate those architects who are too deeply 
steeped the philosophies slum-clearance. 
has been charged that war housing will create new 
slums. Possibly this so, but cannot consider 
this contingency. all events, program 60- 
year stability not justified light the imme- 
diate past and coming events. 

The Federal Works Agency recognized the value 
the architect the coordinator construction— 
master mind the project. hoped that 
the new housing set-up those entrusted with the 
actual program will continue the policy inaugurated 
the F.W.A. The policy having architect 
every project the realization the role which 
the architect has long insisted and rightly insisted 
was his. put another way, the architect 
has the housing field ably demonstrated his 
ability coordinate project, that now re- 
ceiving recognition this gratifying role co- 
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ordinator. The methods work and the services 
which the architect will supply will have certain un- 
usual aspects, but there reason why the archi- 
tect cannot readily fulfill this new assignment.

Survey Profession. 


first the panels were made this office 
from the survey the profession, which nothing 
but the compilation and classification the ques- 
tionnaires submitted June 1940, nearly two years 
ago. You are familiar with how returned panels 
presidents local chapters for revision. 

are now going directly the chapters ask 
for panels without preliminary listing, the old 
system proved inexpedient for variety rea- 
sons, one which lay the questionnaires them- 
selves. 

This office occasionally receives brochures and 
other documentary evidence the formation 
new firms and associations—very often gotten 
handsome form. wish again suggest that 
such documents adhere strictly facts and that the 
architects restrict their submission those executed 
buildings for which they were the architects fact. 
not set ourselves any way judge 
the profession. merely state that all submis- 
sions are passed this office those agencies 
requiring them. The agencies, however, investi- 
gate all submissions before awarding contract 
architect. 

Without question, number architects have 
made signal advances and have executed consid- 
erable amount work since the date the ques- 
tionnaires were first submitted. the survey 
the profession continual demand Govern- 
ment agencies who seek information contained 
the questionnaires, this office fairness the pro- 
fession suggests that there may some architects 
who would like bring their questionnaires 
date. Those architests who wish may list 
their present status personnel, working space, 
work accomplished and bank references, and other 
items interest, one typewritten sheet tripli- 
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cate. These additional sheets will clipped the 
questionnaires already the file. again repeat 
that not solicit the submission voluminous 
documents. 


Legislation. 


The Post-War Planning Bill, H.R. 5638, com- 
panion bill 1617, was defeated the House 
February. The defeat this bill was con- 
siderable surprise all, including the National Re- 
sources Planning Board, Public Works Reserve and 
the sponsors the bill Congress. Our amend- 
ment was included the Senate Bill and was about 
incorporated the House Bill. The debate 
the bill was surprising and the defeat surprising. 
Probable reason for the defeat was the realization 
Congress that not yet know the immediate 
course the war may take and have true concep- 
tion its duration, and until the progress the 
war little clearer will premature dis- 
cuss post-war planning. Furthermore, the bill 
drawn was permissive abuse. Post-war planning 
not forgotten—it will thing the future, 
but before can properly considered better draft 
legislation than that proposed will have 
produced. 

1833—for the setting Public Works 
Projects Administration—is now enjoying quiet 
sleep and all but forgotten. may reappear. This 
bill will watch with interest its present 
state contains several features which are not ac- 
ceptable the profession, notably, the implication 
that design bureaus may set up. 

5781—the Vinson Bill—for the recapture 
excess profits, the same status. are col- 
laborating our efforts this bill with the A.S.C.E., 
whose interests are closely akin ours. Again, 
its present form passed would work great hard- 
ship the profession. General hearings excess 
profits are being held the House Committee 
Ways and Means. possible that the bill may 
specific part these hearings.
